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REPORT OF FINANCE COMMITTEE

Dear Mr. Lehnert: 

The Finance Committee appointed by you submits 
the following report of its activities. 

In our report for the fiscal year ending January 31, 
1941, we recommended that the duties of collecting 
taxes and water rent be entrusted to one collector 
appointed by the selectmen. 

We find that the plan has worked out very well. We 
now have a collector on hand at the municipal offices 
every day, making it easy to transact business and save 
time in hunting for the collector. The collections for 
the past year have been better than for some time. The 
collector has had to spend a great deal of her time on 
water collections, as they were in such poor shape. The 
report for 1940 showed $14,699.92 water rents due. 
This figure has been reduced to $7,106.44. It is expected 
that continuation of this good work will result in wiping 
out this item. 

The selectmen are to be congratulated on their fine 
work with respect to county taxes unpaid for several 
years. 

Last year’s report showed county taxes amounting 
to $66,781.01 overdue. This amount did not include 
interest which had been accumulating at the rate of 
10 per cent and had reached a large sum. In spite of 
the fact that all said no reduction in interest could be 
made, our selectmen and representatives worked hard 
for a reduction from 10 to 1 per cent. The county 
delegation finally agreed to a reduction from 10 to 1 
per cent. This resulted in a saving to the town of 
approximately $10,000.00. All expenses incurred are 
being paid by the Groveton Paper Co., as well as the 
1 per cent interest charge. 

The town report shows the following reductions in 


debt: 


Overall debt reduction of $3,943.07. 

Refunding 3 per cent bonds reduced $10,000.00. 

All 6 per cent notes amounting to $8,400.00 have been 
paid. 

School debt was reduced $2,000.00. 

$1,781.01 back county tax was paid from current 
funds. 

Interest-bearing debt was reduced $22,181.01. 

The town auditors have spent a lot of time this year, 
in fact, more than ever before. They have not only 
checked all accounts, but have made many suggestions 
of a constructive nature that will save the town money 
and make for better accounting procedure. 

We call attention to the large interest-bearing debt. 

Every effort should be made to reduce this debt, as 
when the rate of business activity is low such a debt 
would be very difficult to pay off. We cannot urge too 
strongly that every effort be made to get this debt paid 
off while business continues as good as it is now. _ 

Apparently no effort is being made to collect unpaid 
taxes for the years 1934-5-6 and 7 by the tax collector 
for those years. These consist mostly of poll and per- 
sonal taxes. What small reductions have been made 
have been largely the result of persons paying without 
being asked. 

It is recommended that these taxes be sold to the 
highest bidder or given to someone to collect on a dis 
count basis. 

Some of these overdue taxes represent poll taxes 
uncollectable due to deaths or persons moving away, 
and should be removed from list of assets. 

It is our understanding that at some previous town 
meeting, traffic rules were voted. As yet, nothing has 
been done. There are a few bad traffic spots in town 
which should be regulated and traffic regulations drawn 
up that will cover the situation and give authority so 
they may be enforced. These need not be of a drastic 
nature but should be drawn so as to give more protec- 
tion and help congested spots. 

We are engaged in a terrible war that will grow 
worse. We suggest that the town put its house in order 
to the best of its ability, both from a financial and a 
physical standpoint. This can be done by keeping 
spending and appropriations down to only what is 


needed, reducing debt as quickly as possible, seeing that 
roads and other physical property of the town is kepi 
in order, and that all codperate with the new civilian 
defense agencies set up in town. 

The death of Leon Warren, one of the Finance Com- 
mittee, was regretted by all. He was tireless in his 
efforts to improve the financial position of the town. 
He combined willingness and capacity to work with a 
complete knowledge of town affairs, gained during his 
several years as tax collector. His guidance will be 
greatly missed.

3. To see if the town will instruct its selectmen to 
appoint all other town officers as required by law. 

4. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise to pay town officers and for the support of the 
town poor. 

5. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for the support of the police department. 

6. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for building and repairing highways and bridges 
and for town maintenance. 

7. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for sewer maintenance. 

8. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for lighting streets for the ensuing year. 

9. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for the support of the public library. 
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10. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for the observance of Memorial Day. 

11. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for the employment of a district nurse. 

12. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise to meet interest charges for the ensuing year. 

13. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum of 
$339.45 for town road aid, thereby obtaining from the 
State the sum of $1,357.79 to be expended on class V 
roads. 

14. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for miscellaneous expenses. 

15. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum of 
$300.00 for repairing and improving the new public 
playground near the so-called Brown road. 

16. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum of 
$200.00 for maintaining a suitable skating place on the 
old ball field. 

17. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise to provide watchmen and additional police protec- 
tion due to the war emergency. 

18. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for the use of the town health officer and board 
of health due to the war emergency. | 

19. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum of 
$400.00 for the control of White Pine Blister Rust in 
cooperation with the State Forestry and Recreation 
Department. 

20. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum of 
$250.00 and appropriate the sum to the White Moun- 
tains Region Association, for the purpose of issuing 
and distributing printed matter, newspaper and maga- 
zine advertising, and otherwise calling attention to the 
resources and advantages of the town in cooperation 
with the other 45 towns in the White Mountain Region. 

21. To see whether traveling carnivals shall be pro- 
hibited from operating in town during the ensuing 
year. 

22. To see if the town will vote to authorize its select- 
men to incur debts for temporary loans in anticipation 
of taxes in order to defray expenses. 

23. To see if the town will vote for a scale of dis- 
counts for the prepayment of real estate and personal 
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property taxes on the basis of three per cent, if paid 
by June 1, 1942, two per cent if paid by August 1, 1942, 
and one per cent if paid by October 1, 1942, or any othcr 
scale of discount that the town may vote to determine. 

24. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of fifteen hundred dollars ($1500.0u), in 
order for the town to purchase the so-called Will Craw- 
ford homestead farm in pursuance to Chap. 66 of the 
1941 Session Laws granting the right to towns to pur: 
chase isolated dwellings. 

25. To see if the town will vote to discontinue the 
so-called “Bag Hill’ road leading from the north road 
to Will Crawford’s homestead farm, making same sub- 
ject to gates and bars, provided the town purchases the 
Will Crawford homestead farm as contained in the 
preceding article. 

26. To see if the town will authorize the selectmen to 
sell the stumpage of merchantable timber on the so- 
called ‘‘Cook” lot owned by the town. 

27. To see if the town will vote to petition the State 
tax commission to have an audit made by the division 
of municipal accounting and to make an appropriation 
to cover the expense of such audit.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 
To the Members of the Northumberland School Board: 
I hereby submit, for your consideration, my eighth 
annual report of the Northumberland schools. 


CENSUS 

The school census taken last September, 1941, 
showed 529 people in town between the ages of five 
years and sixteen years. Of this number, 30 are be- 
tween the ages of 5 years and 8 years and one between 
8 years and 14 years (cripple), or a total of 31 not in 
school. There were 587 pupils registered in the schools 
on September 30, 1941. Of this number, 74 were over 
16 years old. The whole number of resident pupils in 
school between the ages of 5 and 16 was 513. This is 
ten more than one year ago. There were 15 pupils 
registered from outside of the district whose ages were 
between 5 and 16 years. Three handicapped children 
were reported under 21 years of age. 


TEACHERS 

At the close of the school year, in the elementary 
schools, Harriette Mullen resigned to be married and 
Mary H. Devins to accept a position in Bristol, N. H. 
These vacancies were filled by the election of Irma H. 
Willard and Venus Mallis—both teachers of experience. 
From the high school faculty, Edward L. Casey, Justine 
Bosquet and Mary A. Gozonsky asked to be released 
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from their contracts that they might accept more 
lucrative positions. The vacancies were filled as follows: 
John G. Barry, teacher coach; Ellen E. Jackson, Home 
Economics; and Ruth M. Kuusels, teacher of French. 
The balance of the teaching force is the same as last 
year. | 
TRANSPORTATICN 

The transportation routes this year are as follows: 
Howard Potter, 42 pupils from Lost Nation road; 
Clayton Potter, 57 pupils with two trips from Northum- 
berland road; Burward McLaughlin, 50 pupils from 
Stratford line and Craggy road; Lawrence Gagnon, 
8 pupils to meet the Howard Potter bus; and Mrs. 
Veora Wheelock, 6 pupils from the Stark road. 106 
high school pupils and 142 elementary pupils, or a total 
of 248 are being transported, at a cost of $4,399.20. 

MUTTION 

There are registered in the elementary schools two 
non-resident pupils—Stratford one and Stark one. In 
the high school are registered 20 non-resident pupils, 
as follows: Guildhall, 5; Maidstone, 2; and Stark, 13. 


ATTENDANCE 

The following data were gleaned from last year’s 
registers: Unrepeated registration was 611 — one less 
than the year before; per cent of attendance, 96.66 — 
.47 per cent less than the previous year; four school 
board meetings were held; 674 tardy marks were 
recorded — an increase of 47 over the previous year; 
two visits were made by the school board members; 
286 visits by citizens; and the superintendent was 
credited with 1,018 visits. 

The enrollment of rupils by grades was as follows:

REPAIRS 

In addition to minor repairs in both buildings, some 
new stair treads were put in at the elementary building. 
Two Celotex ceilings were installed in the high school 
building. The results have proven very satisfactory. It 
is hoped that it may be possible, in the future, to treat 
more of the ceilings in a similar manner. 

Bulletin boards were installed in all rooms in both 
buildings. The teachers find them to be very helpful. 

Some rooms in both buildings were redecorated dur- 
ing the summer vacation. 

Mr. Perham, through the W.P.A., got some new 
scenery for the school stage and many pictures for 
school decoration. 

MANUAL ARTS 

Mr. Omand is head of the Manual Arts Department. 
Many useful things have been made by the boys. Be- 
sides the things made to be taken home by the boys, 
there have been made shelves and desk for the school 
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library, files and cupboards for the different classrooms, 
and five lunch tables for the elementary schools. Mr. 
pent and the boys have built a house for the skating 
rink. 

An exhibition of some of the projects was held in the 
gymnasium last spring. 

HOME ECONOMICS 

This department is under the guidance of Ellen Jack- 
son. The same quality of work is being done as in the 
past. 

The girls of the Home Economics Department had an 
exhibit of work last spring, in connection with the one 
held by the Manual Arts boys. 


COMMERCIAL DEPARTMENT 
This popular department is under the direction of 
Dorothy Morrison as in former years. Some very 
excellent work is put out from this very busy depart- 
ment. Good use is made of the duplicating apparatus 
in the room by both teachers and pupils. 


HEALTH SUPERVISION 

The yearly health check-up is made by Dr. W. R. 
Schillhammer, assisted by Florence Wheeler, R. N. Miss 
Wheeler makes daily visits to the elementary school 
building and looks after many of the little ailments of 
the children. 

Miss Wheeler has held thirteen Dental Clinics, which 
56 different children attended, and a total of 289 correc- 
tions were made. She has also held three T. and A. 
Clinics at the Lancaster Hospital, and 16 cases were 
corrected. One Toxoid Clinic was held, with an attend- 
ance of 26. 

All children, except those of the first grade, had 
hearing tested by audiometer. 


SCHOOL PATROL 


The A. A. A. patrol duty in the elementary schools 
seems to be working very satisfactorily to all concerned. 


EXTRA SCHOOL ACTIVITIES 
The school activities supplementing the regular 
school work consists of football, baseball, basketball, 
skating, some hockey, skiing, debating, prize speaking, 
conducting assembly programs, school parties con- 
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ducted by classes, educational films shown with the 
State machine, and scholarship day held at the teachers’ 


colleges. 
CONCLUSION 

Miss Keene has been working on her course in guid- 
ance, in the high school building, with some success. 

Scholarship day is not to be held this year, in order 
to conserve rubber in transportation.
